“Thirty years ago the crows all uscd to migrate out of Canada,. but 
now they winter here by the thousand; yes, I might say, tens of thousands. 
Up to 25 years ago I do not remember secing a robin In Canada during the 
cold, severe winter weather, but now I see them nearly every winter. This 
winter there are more of them than crer. Now, there are three reasons 
for this. First, last season there was an abundant crop of wild frult, es- 
pecially wild or ‘frost’ grapes. as I call them, and mountain-ash berries, 
the latter being extremely plentiful.

For this man, and doubtless hun- 
dreds of others in his calling here, 
that date had stood out long as ‘a 

red-letter day on his calendar. He 
has been working for months and 
supporting his family, with no other 
remuneration from the restaurant 
than the ten per cent. tip legally pre- 
scribed for waitera in Germany, to- 
gether with such added gratuities as 
benevolent guests were inclined to 
lve. 4 \ 

It Is estimated ‘that thore - are 
abroad now only ono-sixth of the 
German and Austrian cooks and 
walters who were in foreign employ 
before the war. When hostilities 
broke out many dropped their knives 
and forks in other lands to come 
home and pick up a rifle; others 
were deported or Interned; some 
were caught while visiting In Ger- 
Many and, willing or otherwise, be- 
came 2 part of tho military forces. 

In 1914 there were 3,000 German 
and Austrian cooks in forelgn coun- 
tries, and 15,000 waters. To-day 
there are from 500 to 1,000 cooka 
and about three times that many 
walters. The latter figures do not 
include & large number of Germans 
who remained In the United States 
thronghout the war. 

Chicago ia cited here as having 
bktherto been the most popular single 
point of attraction in the outalde 
world. In that city alone, before the 
war, the German and Austrian cooks 
numbered 300 and’ the walters no 
less than 1,000. 

European countries also drow 
many of these employees away 
from their native.dables, and it [a a 
cource of surprise to many- tourists 
here that frequeatly the man who 
serves-them can speak as many as 
six languages. London abounded in 
German waiters, and naturally the 
recent relaxation In the English re- 
strictions finds wide favor among 
many here who are chafing at con- 
finement within tho vicious circle of 
Jaw wages and high costa of living, 
with a mark that ts constantly de- 
preciating In value, . 

Next to England and America,, 
Switzerland and Holland were the[ 
pre-war “promised lands” of these] 
frock-coated, disciplined pilgrims, 
However, when Germany obliged 
humerous Swise waiters here to leave 
the country at the outbreak of the 
war, the Swiss authorities took simi- 
lar action against German -waitera in 
Switzerland. Further, the Swiss 
employers camo to tho conclusion 
that the Germans had underbld Swisa 
walters 80 greatly that their com- 
petition was injurious to the coun- 
iry’s native populace.

Opposition to them also has 
heen found 4n the Scandnavian coun- 
tries and in tho British overseas pos- 
sessions. In one of thé former Ger- 
man colonies the admission require- 
ments have been tightened oven re 
cently.”

Po- 
tatoes, carrots, green beans, mushrooms 
and elnuts contain from .011 to .020 
perfcent; onions, radishes and caull- 
flowers but .004 per cent ; tomatoes and 
apples only .001 per cent, When these 
vegetables are boiled a portion of the 
iron oxid is dissolved In the water and 
is lost when the water Is poured off.— 
Milwaukee Gentinel.

_ the report of conditions as Chief Constable Kidd found them as 
the’ year 1922 closed. That twelve-month saw only about one 
quarter of the complaints received during 1921, which fact 
speaks for the able work of the department in prevention by 
reason of their attention to all branches of their duties. There 
‘were 260 less cases in which persons were proceeded against last 
year than in the previous year. 
~ Greater attention on the part of the motor public to the 
regulations and the Motor Vehicle Act is evident.

The Jarger of these projects is the 
Lethbridge Northern Irrigation dis- 
trict, comprising some 220,000 acres 
of land, of which 105,000 acres are 
irrigabiv. In general terms this pro- 
Sect Hex between the Old Man and 
Little Bow rivers, west and north of 
Lethbridg:, and extending as far 
west as ite pioneer town of Mac- 
Leod. The smaller is known as the 
United Irrigation District, and Hes 
in the foothill country west of Card- 
ston and «bout 25 miles south of Mac 
Leod. This project is of 24,900 irril 
gable acres, hs hg projects will 
bring 130.000 acres of land under the

BOSTON, Feb. 4—The keeping of 
boarders should be subject to license 
or permit; it {s so much a menace to 
famlly Mfe that a law restricting the 
practice might be advisable, in the 
opinion of Professor George La Pi- 
ana, of Harvard University.

“The greater number of families 
who keep boarders do not do itasa 
business,” he said, “but merely to 
help toward paying the rent. The 
homes are very small, having three or 
four rooms, one set aside for board: 
ers. As many boarders aro kept as 
beds can be squeezed into that room. 
The kitchen is usually living room, 
dining room and kitchen . combined, 
shared by family and boarders alike. 
The boarders, when they are not 
working, sit in the kitchen playing 
teards, while the children play ana 
jthe women work around them.”

that of the courts of justice. As to 
the obligation of a priest to keep 
hidden. that which has been dis- 
closed ‘to him in confession, Lor?

WAR WORK OF TEACHERS 












MPHE Ontario department of educa- 
tion has issued a volume intend- 
ead_to serve as a permanent record 
of the military services of the male 
teachers of the province in connec- 
tion with the Great War. The rec- 
ord is worth preserving. At the out- 
break of the war there -were 3,588 
male teachers In ‘the schools of the 
province, and 250 more ‘in attend- 
professional training 
schools. Many of these, of course, 
were ineligible for military service, 
so that the tofal of 848 names on 
tho roll of honor is a very creditable 
one. Of this total 101 wero killed 
and 210 wounded. The record Is re- 
stricted’ to the military service of 
male-teachers. It indicates but o 
portion of the war work carried on 
by both teachers and Scholars. It is 
pointed out in a foreword that if an 
adequate account could be given of 
the work of teachers and bupils in 
knitting and sewing, couking and} 
preserving and tho sending of com- 
forts to the soldiers, the total wonld 
be amazing. Good work was done, 
too, by many pupils in helping to

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KING FACES PROBLEMS 


POLITICAL DEADLOCK EXISTS 1N 
“GREAT ROUMANIA.” 








Recently Crowned Monarch Must Use 
His Influence to Prevent Serious 
Breach to Ent In ‘rouble— 
Liberal Government Accused of 
Kstablishing Hule With s High 
Hand, 


The coronation of King Ferdinand 
as soverelqn of “Great Roumagix” is 
ah event of more than local sixnifi- 
cance, for it is intended to symbolize 
those national rights upon-which the 
new Succession States rest, as against 
the dynastic rights to which the old 
Hapsburg monerchy owed its exist 
ence, | 

The coronation has taken place at 
& moment of great uncertainty alike 
in foreign and in*home policy. Rou- 
mania fs vitally interested in the 
freedom of the Straits, and, like 
Juso-Slavia, and indeed, Bulgaria, 
cannot view without anxiety the re- 
vival of ‘Turkish rule in Europe, 
though she shares the general re- 
luctance to become involved in fresh 
military operations. 

But Roumania’s negative attitude 
to the Near Eastern crisis is in n0 
small measure due to the unsatisfac- 
tory political situation at home. The 
recent ceremony at Alba Julia was, 
above all, the logical outcome of the 
great assembly held there on Decem- 
ber 1, 1918, at which the Rouman- 
fans of Transylvania formed their 
national government and solemnly 
proclaimed the union with the King- 
dom of Roumania. 

The late King Charles governed 
Roumania by a skilful system of 
“ins” and “outs,” but this is now 
rendered highly digicult by the trans- 
formation of social and economic 
values wrought by the war, by land 
reform, and, above all, by the tntro- 
duction of universal suffrage. The 
only possibility of securing an over- 
whelming majority for one of the 
pre-war Roumanian parties is by 
electoral pressure deliberately used 
to falsify the popular verdict. 

At-the elections of last spring the 
Liberal Party, which had accepted 
office in January, adopted methods of 
tercorism and corruption such as re- 
call thoue employed before the war 
by successive Hungarian Govern- 
ments ugalost the Roumanfans and 
other non-Mugyur nationalities. The 
‘Liberals thus secured a majority, but 
the Opposition parties withdrew from 
a Parliament so constituted, und left 
it a mere rump whose decisions are 
morally worthless. 

M. Maniu, leader of the Transyl- 
Yanlan National Party (and former 
President of the “Consiliu Dirigent,” 
or Transylvanian Government), ad- 
dressed to the King an open letter, 
denouncing the elections aa “a Euro- 
pean scandal,’ whose result ‘does not 
in any way correspond to the will 
and votes of Transylvania’ in parti- 
cular, and declining “to recognize the 


legality and moral authority of legis-. 


lative bodies which have been 
brought together by such means.” 

M. Britianu having presumably 
prevented the crown from answering 
this appeal, the National Party, the 
party of the late Premier, Gen. Aver- 
escu, and the Tsaranist, or Peasant 
Party, unanimously resolved to boy- 
cott Parliament, and declared all its 
legislation to be null and void in 
their eyes, This attitude forced the 
Government to postpone its design of 
passing a new centralist Constitution 
through Parliament—with the inci- 
dental result that the taking of an 
outh had to be omitted from the Alba 
Julia ceremony. 

During the summer the gulf be- 
tween Government and Opposition 
widened. There has been an un- 
scrupulous press. campaign which 
sought to prove Separatist leanings 
on the part of the ‘Transylvanian 
leaders and to discredit them with 
thelr peasant voters by insinuating 
that they had concluded a secret pact 
with certain big Magyar landowners 
at the expense of land reform. MM. 
Manlu and Vaida had no difficulty In 
exploding these calumnies, but some 
of their more ardent followers were 
unwise enough to hint that some of 
the blame- for official illegalities 
must rest upon the king himself. As 
though this were not enough, at- 
tempts were made in other quarters 
to identify the dynasty with the Lib- 
eral policy and to use the coronation 
as a means of rehabilllating the Gov- 
ernment in the eyes of the masses. 

Though resentment at these tactics 
douttless helped to decide the Tran- 
sylvanian leaders in favor of absten- 


tlon, such a step is deeply to be re-!

rabla) and the Regat (or old king- 
dom) on opposite sides of politics. 

Great Roumania cannot be govern- * 
ed permanently in defiance of Tran- 
sylvania opinion, and as the conflict 
has become unbridgable, an early 
redistribution of political forces 
would seem jnevitable, even if it 
merely took the form of bringing to 
the front such Liberals as realiz 
the need for compromise. 

The restoration of harmony~ be- 
tween the very divergent psychole’ % 
gies of the old Roumania and“the 
new is the most burning of present- 
day problems, and it is here that the 
dynasty could play a unique part. Ja 
this lies the significance of the Tran- 
sylvanian Coronation.

Sheridan. combined the dual role 
of forger and bank robber, and bis 
astuteness and skill jn evading 
arrest, were such that the ordinary 
police were quite unable to cope with a 
him. é | 

Eventually; after some score or 
more American bankers had sustain- 
ed between them losses totalling 
more than $4,000,000, they retained 
the services of the famous detective 
agency. Allan Pinkerton took up'the 
chase himself, assisted by his young- 
est son, Willlam, and withiy a very 
few weeks they captured their’man, 
after a desperate fight, at Sanduaky, 
Ohio. e.

MPHEY have out-matched the Rain- 

maker at Dayton, Ohio, Precipita-| 
tion has been ‘caused and clouds aave' 
been made to disappear If a serics of | 
experiments coiiducted at McCook 
Field, acoording 10 announcement to 
day by the experimenters, Prof, Wilder 
D. Bancroft’ of Cornell Untversity and 
L. Franceq Warren. The ¢xperimenta 
were mado with the co-operation of 
the Army Air Service. 

Results of the experiments were de- 
scribed as “absolutely umeanny” by 
observers at:the army air field. The 
clouds were ‘mado to disappear and 
precipitate the moisture by the drop- 
ping of dlectrically charged grains of 
sand upon them from alrpt ines,

The gangway, of which everyone 
has heard, is the passage way. or 
break constructed midway in the 
rows of benches to facilitate the 
passing of members. 

This gangway has become in course 
of time{an historic and !mportant 
piace. Any member who takes his 
geat below the gangway on the Lib- 
eral side of the House thereby pro-’ 
claims himself as a ‘Radical of -ad- 
vanced views, On the Conservativo 
side the men below the gangway are 
generally of a more independent 
mind than their colleagues abore. 

A member must not display in the 
House any papera or books which do 
not refer in some way to the business 
in band. It is permissible, however, 
to read and answer letters, but this 
is generally done unostentatiously. 

No one may read newespapers in 
the House or eveg the galleries, 
though newspapers may nowadays be 
quoted from. Formerly this was not 
allowed, ~ 2 

Smoking is not permitted in the 
House, the division lobbies, or cor- 
riders. Nor is food of any kind 
admitted. There js, however, no 
restriction in the matter of beverages 
with which members scek to moisten 
their throats when speaking. Mem- 
bers’ tastes are very varied in this 
Teapect and range from cold water 
and milk, to stronger liquids. Mr, 
Gladstone’s famous “pomatum pot” 
has become historic. It contained a 
preparation of egg that his wife 
always saw that he had for use dur- 
ing a long and important speech. 

No member must enter the House 
in an overcoat or carrying an um- 
brella. Hats-+are, however, worn. 
Formerly tall silk hats were de 
tigeur; but nowadays almost every 
type of hat is seen. A member must 
uncover when he rises to speak, or 
to change from one geat to another. 

A member may wear his hat in 
the division lobby provided he un- 
covers on passing the tellers. If a 
member wishes to raise a point of 
order, while a division is in progress, 
he must remain seated while putting 
his complaint to the chair and he 
must wear, while doing so, elther his 
own hat or one borrowed from an- 
other member. 

When a member walks up the floor 
of the House or crosses from one 
aide to the other he must bow to the 
chair. It need not be a very pro- 
found obelsance, merely an inclina-

But in the 
House this js not so. Neither hand- 
clapping nor stamping. feet Is per- 
mitted.

A striking attack on the “White 
Australia” theory is given by Dr, 
W. T. Hornabrook, of Melbourne, at 
follows: 5 
“The tropics are for the colored 
races and always will be. No mano 
who knows his tropics denies that 
the white man can Ilve or exist in 
the tropics, but what we do say—! 
that is, those .f us who do really 
know ou? tropics—is that the white | 
man cannot “carry on” In the 
tropies without the assistance of 
the colored man for domestic and 
inanual labor. As one who kuows 
his tropics and has lived and worked 
amongst the native races, I am not 
for the politician, and the ca 
man, be he politician or otherwise, 
knows absolutely nothing of the tro-! 
pics and the conditions of life there, 
and cares less. The ‘White Austra- 
Ma‘ ideal. as far as the temperate 
cone Js concerned, is exceltent, but 
ft is nothing more than an Ideal, 





xolng to be a party to any scheme 
that Intends dumping whites into 
tropical, reglons, especially the wo- 
menfolk, without the assistance of 
colored labor to see them through. 
Even then I am not In favor of ruin- 
ing the lives. (for that-is what it 
does mean) of our white womenfolk, 
and it ts absolutely impossible suc- 
ceasfully to develop a country with- 
out the womenfolk; they are the 
backbone of the whole proposition. 
A white woman, when she goea to 
the tropics (of course there are a 
few exceptions) loses tone. This 
loss of tone applles to her whole 
system, Involving deterioration and 
the~breaking down In health; she 
is less Gtted for child bearing, and 
children born are less likely to be 
fQealthy and Gt. 

“The trouble in Australia is that 
practically ‘the whole of our popula- 
tlon live in the temperate zone, It 
is there where the votes come from

THE INCREASING DEMAND FOR THE BIBLE. 

HE BIBLE IS STILL the world’s best seller, the demand last year being 
so great that about 36,000,000 volumes were printed and distributed 

by all agencies in various parts of the world. This, of course, has involved 
a tremendous amount of translhtion, and from tho 1923 report of the Am- 
erican Bible Society, having its headquarters in New York, we learn that 
the Scriptures are known and read In every Jand and are published in nearly 
every tongue, from Albanian, Arabic artd Bulu to Yiddish, Zapotec and 
Zulu. 
published in sixty-eight languages and In six systems of embossed type for 
the blind. Allogether, and up to 1920, tho Scriptures have been published 
in 726 languages and dialecta. During the past decade, continues the re- 
port, some completo book’of the Bible has appeared in a now language at 
the rate of one every ulx-w,eeks, This counts nothing less than a complete 
ninglo book of the Bible. ‘Somo of the languages aro now obsolete. In 
othors the Scriptures were prepared principally for philological purposes. 
But tho fact stands, we are told, that the whole Bible Las been published in 
160 langueges; the Now Testament:in 138 more; and portions, consisting of 
at least one book, in 428 more. The American Bible Society's issues for 
the year, according to tentative figures given in the report, were 375,327 
Bibles, 749,386 Testaments, 3,730,481 potiions, making a total of 4,886,- 
464 volumes, The total issues of the Society in the 106 years of its xervice 
have been 146,590,521. Strangely enougk:, almost halt tho ‘Bibles supplilea 
‘by the American Bible Society in the last two years have gone to the Chin- 
ese, In 1921 the Chinese dook 2,362,730 volumes, an increaso of 605, 111 
over the preceding year, and incomplete figures on tho distribution for the 
last year indicate that the figure will bo muth higher in China than over 
before. The supply has not been sufficient to fill the demand, writes W. 
‘S. Strong, secretary of-{he American Rible Soclety’s aub-agency tn Peking, 
and he drawa attention to the fact that he has ovedrawn his allowance of 
Scriptures to the extent of 300,000 copies.
